Speak on Profound 
Changes Brought About 
by War 



Having given a resume of the 
growth of the elements that 
form the pattern of the 'Struct- 
ure of Society' since early Rom- 
an timeSj Professor Robert War- 
ren will continue his series of 
three talks tonight at 8.30 in 
Moyse Hall with a discussion of 
the impact of ^ social forces on 
the state. 

The full . title of Professor War- 
ren's address is: "The Profound 
Changes . in the Social Structures 
Brought about by a Protracted and 
Exhausting War." 

Professor Vyarren is the first of 
three eminent economists who will 
deliver a series of nine lectures 
upon the topic "The State in So 
ciety," Professor Warren is a lec' 
turer at the Institute for Advanced 
Study, Princeton. He will deliver 
the final talk Friday ■ night. The 
second series of lectures will bi 
given by Professor Leo Wolman 
Ph.D., noted labour authority of the 
Department of Economics, Colum- 
bia, on January 30, February 1 and 
3. To conclude the series, Henry 
Clay, ' M.A., M.Com., Hon. BSc. 
Economic Adviser to the -Bank of 
England, will speak on February 
6, 8 and 10. Lord Tweedsmuir will 
be present to close the series on 
February. 10. 

For Staff and Students. 

The series will consider the vari 
ous relationships between "state aud 
society. It was designed primar^y 
for the benefit of staff and students, 
but special invitations have been 
sent to Government officials and 
university authorities throughout 
Canada and the United States, 

Basing his first speech upon the 
fundamental fact that Society is 
composed of four elements— family, 
church, business, organization and 
state. Professor Warren stressed the 
fact that the predominance of one 
of these in society jnakes for the 
weakening of the others. 

He traced the role of the family, 
the church, the economy and the 
state individually, and collectively 
in the development of the social 
structure. He ended his talk with 
a consideration of the "new stream' 
that was steadily flowing into Eiur- 
ope in the nineteenth' century. 
Nietzche, Hegel, Schopenhauer and 
Pichte were responsible for this 
stream. 

Seats Reserved.-' 
A block of seats in Moyse Hall 
will be reserved exclusively for 
students until 8.20 p.m. tonight, fol- 
lowing which they will be thrown 
open to other persons attending the 
lectures. To accommodate those un- 
able to find seating facilities in the 
Hall, seats and amplifiers will be 
arranged in the corridors. 

Sir Edward Beatty, Principal 
Douglas, Dean Le Mesurier, Profes- 
sor Hemmeon and others, will act 
as chairmen during the series, it 
was announced on Saturday. 

The nine lectures will late* be 
published in a book form, accord- 
ing to a university announcement

Japan Prepared for Blockade 
Tokyo, January 24.— Japan is prepared to take appropriate measures 
in the event the democratic powers should subject her to an economic 
blockade, Premier Kiichiro Hiranuma informed the House of Represen- 
tatives last night. He said he hoped the- necessity would not arise, but 
"our policy has not changed; whatever obstacles arise, we are determined 
to temove.them." 



An open invitation has been ex- 
tended by the Managing Board of 
the Daily to all members of the 
student body, especially members of 
the Faculty of Engineering, to at- 
tend the tàlk being given by Mr. 
Frederick Ker, B.Sc., M.E.I.C., to- 
morrow afternoon at S p.m. in the 
Union. 

Mr. Ker, a graduate of McGill, will 
discuss the role of the chain news- 
paper in the field of journalism. In 
this connection it should be noted 
that he is Editor and . Vicé-Presi- 
dent of the Hamilton Spectator 
which is one of the largest and 
oldest evening newspapers of Can- 
ada. The Spectator is also the 
senior newspaper of the Southam 
chain of papers. 

In addition to discussing the role 
of the chain newspaper, Mr. Ker 
plans to talk about the opportuni- 
ties for the youth of the country 
in journalism. He will discuss the 
advantages of an engineering edu- 
cation as he found them in his own 
career, for he received an engineer- 
ing degree and was active in en- 



gineering circles before he turned 
to newspaper work. While he was 
an engineer he spent six years on 
railway construction work from the 
Great Lakes to the Maritimes; two 
years as the General Manager of a 
pulp and lumber mill on the Pa- 
cific coast; and three years as Chief 
Engineer of the construction com- 
pany that built the Montreal Aque- 
duct. . 

The talk by Mr. Ker is the third 
in a series of addresses sponsored 
by the Daily for the purpose of 
bringing to the students at McGUl 
as much information as possible 
about the newspaper world. The 
first two talks -in the Iseries were 
given by Austin Cross, Marine 
Editor of the Montreal Star, and 
Mr. E. M. Archibald, Associate 
Editor of the Star and a director of 
the Canadian Press, respectively. 
Scheduled for talks at some future 
time are Christopher Ellis, D. M. 
Legate, A. W. O'Brien, and Leslie 
Gordon Barnard, each of whom will 
discuss a specific phase of news-

HOFFMAN GIVES 
HEADLINE TALK 

Id Charge of Mission Board's 
Jewish Wori[ 



Speaks at Strathcona Hall 
Thursday at 2 P.M. 



First lecture in the series "Be- 
hind the Headlines for 1939" wiU 
feature Dr. Conrad Hoffman, Jr., 
present Secretary of the Board of 
National Missions, on Thursday 
from 1.30 to 2.00 p.m. at Strathcona 
Hall. 

A graduate of the University of 
Wiscbnsin, Dr. Hoffmann later bé 
came a member of the faculty 
where^he served in the Department 
of Bacteriology until 1915. Early in 
the same year he was called by Dr, 
John R. Mott to go to Europe for 
thevY.M:c;A. War work. After 
preliminary and briqt - period of 
service among German prisoners 
of war in England, he was sent into 
Germany in Auguist 1915 to become 
the senior secretary in charge of 
the Y.M.C.A. programme on behalf 
of the Allied prisoners of war In- 
side Germany. 

After this service he was asked 
to take charge of the European Stu- 
dent Relief Enterprise inaugurated 
by the World Student Christian 
Federation • In Switzerland. Dr. 
Hoffman served as director of this 
work from 1920 to 1927, during 
which time some 5,000,000 dollars 
were raised by students throughout 
the world for' relief of needy stu 
dents in Central Europe. This ser 
vice also brought him in touch with 
the growing university anti-semi 
tism in many countries and gave 
him his first insight into Jewish 
work. 

In 1930 Dr. Hoffmann was called 
to the position of director of In- 
ternational Missionary Council's 
Committee on the Christian ap- 
proach to Jews, with headquart(N:5 
in London and New York. Six years 
later he took over the Board's Jew- 
ish work as successor to Dr. J. S. 
Connings. Dr. Hoffman began his 
duties with the Board September 
1st 1937 and is travelling at present 
in the interest of the Board's work,

. With home-made sets, two Mc- 
Gill students yesterday receivea- 
a television broadcast from 
Boston — a distance of some 350 
miles. With their humble ap- 
paratus set up' in the Arts Build- 
ing, they succeeded where all 
the costly efforts of science had 
failed— receiving televised pic- 
tures at a distance greater than 
50 miles. 

Nineteen years were spent in 
perfecting the successful ap- 
paratus which , was set up in the 
little-known dark-room of the 
Psychology Department. Two 
things stahd out especially about 
this discovery — its small cost 
and the fact that it was created 
by two staid and modest Arts- 
men. 

The first broadcast was re- 
ceived yèsterday at 5.30 p.m. 
Early in the afternoon the 
switch was turned on and then 
there was a delay of 10 minutes 
while the machine warmed up. 
Then suddenly put of nothing- 
ness there appeared a kaleidio- 
scopic array of images — tri- 
angles, circles, squares— they, 
however, were only visual 
static. Five minutes of this, and 
then the gaint images became 
distinct and clear. Then there, 
followed one of the most amaz- 
ing broadcasts ever sent through 
the ether. 

A word about the broad- 
casters. The programme is 
sponsored by. the Boston So- 
ciety for Psychic Research. It 
is part of a careful study of the 
"phenomena" of ÉSP (extra- . 
sensory perception) — vulgarly . 
known as mental telepathy. The 
society hopes that these experi- 
ments will' prove to be a. sig- 
nificant contribution to the 
study of parapsychological 
phenomena. .

• '!Is Progress an Illusion'; will be 
the subject of a talk by Mr. V. C. 
Wansbrough to the Philosophical 
Society tomorrow evening, at 8.1S 
p.m. in Strathcona Hall. The guest 
speakér is headmaster of Lower 
Canada College and a former mem' 
her of the department of History at 
the university. 

The idea of progressive develop- 
ment in human history formerly 
unquestioned in the minds of men, 
is today challenged considerably in 
contemporary thought. 

This conception arose in 
eighteenth century enlightenment, 
Its economic counterpart is to be 
found in the free trade school which 
looked to an endless improvement 
in industry. Politically the doctrine 
expressed itself in a faith in broid' 
ening democracy. In our era when 
industry functions with difficulty 
and democracy is weakened on 
many fronts, there are those who 
have been driven to question Pro- 
gress. 

In supoprt of the theory of pro- 
gress, many philosophers stiu find 
in that concept an adequate prinr- 
ciple of social conduct Some ex- 
ponents of progress place their faith 
in education; others believe that 
the broadening of democracy rather 
than the limiting of it will cure 
our ills.

STRESSES EMPIR E UNITY 

Holds That Comnion Foreign 
Policy Is Essential 

FAREWELL TALK 



Former Canadian Prime Min- 
ister Speaks at Graduates' 
Society Luncheon 



University trained men face 
tlie responsibility of guiding 
Canada and formulating a for-, 
eign policy that will ensure 
peace for the world, the Rt. Hon. 
R. B. Bennett told members of 
the Montreal Branch of the. 
Graduates' Society of McGill 
yesterday. In a luncheon ad- 
dress at the Mount Royal Hotel, 
the former Prime Minister plac- 
ed before "younger men witK " 
hope and vision" the task of 
preventing Empire disintegra- ' 
tion at the hands of dictators. 
' Delivering a farewell talk prior 
to his departure for England where 
he will take up permanent resi- 
dency, Mr. Bennett described Can- 
ada as a country "with rich re- 
sources, with great heritage." The^ 
Dominion, he said, is known be- 
couse of her achievements. 

"We have emerged in the early- 
part of the century as a great 
country, and in the War, the name 
of Canada was high up in the role 
of fame because of the courage,, 
enterprise and Initiative of "''Ker' 
citizen soldiers. It is pleasant to 
think that this University of Mc- 
Gill in which I hold an honourary 
degree played a very great part in 
that record." ' 

Empire Unity Imperative, 
He condemned those who speak 
"of the disruption of this Confed- ' 
eration," and termed talk of seces- 
sion as "merely the ' rhetoric of. 
youth." ,By youth, he explained, ' 
"I do not mean the age of the in- - 
dividuals who express such ' 
thoughts." 

Tracing the rise of Canada as a 
nation, Mr. Bennett declared that 
one of the greatest probleriis facing 
the country today is the détermina- ; 
tion of a foreign policy in common 
with other members of the British . 
Commonwealth of Nations, .i,^ 

"That is the problem of the firsi 
magnitude, and it is a problem 
which you younger men have been, 
so concerned about. How' can wO ; 
maintain our autonomy as self-', 
governing communities and main-^ 
tain a common foreign policy,, and 
how shall that policy be entmci- 
ated and arrived at?" 

A League of Empire "is absolute- 
ly imperative," he said. , "We can-

somebody else." 

The solution, he declared, lies in 
the "constructive effort on the part 
of the universities of this country,,, 
the men with light and leading, the 
men with vision, the men who will 
consecrate some of their talents oq- 
the altar of their country's need." 
. Educated Democracy Essential. 

He posed a question: "Are y nix 
gooing to sit supinely by and see <

YESTERDAY the Montreal Branch of 
the Graduates' Society was privileged 
to hear the farewell speech of Canada's 
former Prime Minister, the Rt. Hon. R. B. 
Bennett. 

Mr. Bennett in his address 'hit the nail 
on the licad" when he said that the future 
of our country rests with the younger, uni- 
versity trained men and women. It is up 
to persons with education and comprehens- 
ion of problems, to face the issues at hand 
and to take the "bull by the horns." We 
are confronted in Canada with many prob- 
lems — both domestic and foreign. We, the 
youth of the country, are the ones who 
must carry on. 

It is too bad that there are not more 
facilities at McGill, particularly, and 
throughout the country, generally, for the 
training of college men and women in mat- 
ters of public administration. It is true 
• that we turn out efficient accountants and 
lawyers— economists, and political scien- 
tists, but on the whole they have no broad 
picture of the needs of the Dominion and 
have still less knowledge of how to go 
about any work of public administration 
that may fall their way. 

A step in the right direction was taken 
by the Governors of Dalhousie University 
in the establishment of a school of Public 
■Administration where students get theoret- 
ical as M'ell as practical experience in af- 
fairs of state. If a university such as Dal- 
housie, a thousand miles from Ottawa, can . 
manage a course in public administration 
— and it is an excellent course — there seems 
to be no good reason why McGill— so near 
the centre of Federal activity— cannot 
operate a similar course. Of course, the 
^question of finances is great, but surely in 
a country like ours, enough public spirited 
citizens could be found to back an endow- 
ment for such a school. 
Si;'- ' The University should be proud to 
have on its roll of honourary graduates a 
I man of the caliber of Mr. Bennett. He is 
' going to England to enjoy his well earned 
Test. He has done a good piece of work in 
■ Canada and the best wishes of all Canad- 
ians — of whatever political party — go with

Exchange Scholarships 

JF THE National Scholarships Campaign 
meets with any success, Canadian stud- 
ents will soon be able to benefit by finan- 
■. /cial. assistance for the pursuit of higher 
•;](earning from the Federal Government. 
ipf-Meantime, however, it is important for 
students to note that there are scholarships 
already available in one form or another. 
Among various aids to undergraduates is 
the exchange plan of the N.F.G.U.S. which 
.^^as resulted in the distribution of 125 
iflt'ficholarships in the last ten years, 
i^";:- The National Fédération of Canadian 
I'.University Students offers to all students 
j^ijcompleting two years at McGill the oppor- 
;î: - tiinity for further study in universities in 
:<)ther provinces. Winners of exchange 
pBoholarships will have tuition and student 
?>: universal fees paid for them. The money 
thus saved may then be applied toward 
living expenses. Funds which go to make 
up the N.F.C.U.S. scholarships are contri- 
buted by student councils on campuses 
throughout the Dominion. 

This system is ideal for local residents 
who want to gain the experience of living 
away from home during the university ses-

A Layman's 
Viewpoint 



The other day' while looking through some 
old clippings that we had collected In the last 
few months, we came across one that was of 
especial interest to us. It was an article from 
a large daily newspaper in the States and dealt 
wlUi record collections and just what consti- 
tutes a good one. And as we have a collection 
of sorts, it was all the more interesting to us. 

We think that the majority of people 
have a desire to collect records and If this Is the 
case, the article will be of especial interest to 
them. So it is with this in mind that we print 
this article, which explains itself better than 
any summary we could give. 

THIS AND THAT 
By Chas. E. Traeewell 

Why do friends of recorded music buy the 
disks they do? 

Even the enthusiast sometimes will won- 
der. 

The basic difference between listening to 
music in a concert hall and at home is that in 
the latter place it may be repeated. 

Therefore, music worth buying is music to 
which one must be able to listen many times 
with satisfaction. 

Since even the most astute listener, though 
musician himself, cannot be sure . of this 
supreme quality, some other basis for selection 
is to be chosen, untess one does not mind 'a 
hodgepodge of disks, as the average collection 
most often is, 

■W^at are some of the most pertinent reas> 
cms people buy the disks they do? 

1. Interest in the performer. 

2. Interest in certain composers. 

3. Interest, in certain instruments, includ- 
ing human voice, 

4. Interest in certain types of music. 

5. Interest in the subject of music, or 
music itself. . 

In the old days of the acoustical records 
and machines, perhaps nine-tenths of all rec- 
ords sold were purchased on a basis of interest 
in performers. 

4» ❖ ❖ 

The "famous name" was the all-in-all, the 
alpha and the omega, of recorded music. 

Fortunately, with the coming of electrical 
recording and reproduction, the accent was 
taken from the performers and placed where 
it belongs, on the music itself. Not, of course, 
that great musicians are not to be considered. 
But it realized as never before, and especially 
by record purchasers, that the so-called "great- 
est artists" are not the only artists— there are 
countless good musicians, and disks showing 
their performances often are the most pleasing 
and artistic of all. 

Interest in the performer is still a legit- 
imate reason for record collection. Keeping in 
mind the basic requirement, thfft a disk should 
be of sufficient quality to make many repetit- 
ions both wholesome and entertaining, the col- 
lector will find the singer or Instrumental per- 
former he likes a real aid making a worthwhile 
collection, free from the haphazard selection 
which was the bane of collecting in the old 
days. 

❖ •> ♦ 

Interest in certain composers is an even 
better guide. 

Composers of the classic ' Russian school 
comnipnly make a mighty appeal to the young 
collector, whereas many a man, as he grows 
older, turns to Beethoven, whose miisic hitherto 
he had thought he despised. 

A small and select list of great composers 
in time will give any collector a record cab- 
inet of great music well worthy of his time, 
effort and money spent in collecting the disks. 

In recent years there has been more music 
by Bach, Beethoven and Mozart put on records 
than the work of any others. 

This is significant. For we are dealing 
here, not with performances kèyed down to 
so-called popular appeal, but with an honest 
effort to give music lovers the best thtre is. 

❖ ❖ <• 

Interest in certain instruments, such as the 
piano, or the human voice, regarded as an in- 
strument—this is a very good way to make a 
collection. 

The symphony orchestra rightly may be 
considered in this group. Not every listener, 
either in concert hall or at home, realizes that 
each great orchestra has a tone all its own. 

Sometimes this peculiar tonal quality of 
the given orchestra changes over the years. 
Often a new conductor will spoil a tone built 
up over many years. Then more years must 
go by before the organization acquires a new 
one. 

^ <• •> 

Interest in certain types of music is anoth- 
er honest basis for record selection. 

It is impossible if one slicks to this guide, 
to have, at the end of five years or ten years, a 
collection of recorded odds and ends, without 
relationship, one to another. 

Yon like symphonies, for instance. 

Then see that a major part of yoiur.collectr 
ion is made up of the great works in this form. 

You like waltzes. Many fine recorded per- 
formances are available. ■ï'ou like "swing" 
music. The market is flooded. But be sure 
you get worthy performances, for there is ex- 
cellent "swing," as well as mediocre "swing," 
and as well as very poor examples. 

This basis for selection includes types of 
voice, although this might also apply to the 
previous class, interest, in instruments. 

,.G»éat aoprino arias, for instance-what 
collection could be better thajt one composed 
of thesé? 

❖ ❖ ♦ 

This exception is the collection based on an 
interest in the subjeet of'music, or music itself. 

This presupposes broadness, a quality hard 
to find in humans, almost as difficult to attain 
as tolerance. 

Many people, especially young ones, think 
they like music, when, alas, they like only 
themselves. 

Happening -io take a fancy^-to 'the ^mph- 



ony, they concentrate on this mode of music 
to the exclusion of everything else. 

Anything else in music is a loss, as far as 
they are concerned. 

All symphony and no "swing," positively 
none, makes Johnny a dull person to talk to 
alsout music. 

His Intolerance may be laid to his years, 
perhaps, but he is in danger of growing into a 
narrow musical listener. 

❖ ♦ ♦ 

He would do better, and all record collec- 
tors, in particular, would do well to think over 

the whole field of music, and try to make their 
personal collections reflect this richness in lit- 
tle. 

No one can really have any idea of music, 
no matter how many symphonies he has, who 
has not listened to Oriental music beyond the 
laughing point. 

A first hearing of Chinese songs, for in- 
stance, will make any Occidental hearer smile. 
After a few hearings, the smiles vanish and in 
their stead is appreciation. 

The music of Ball is not something just to 
read about, but to hear, and any hearer will 
find his judgments and appreciations of our 
own music made surer and finer by the hear- 
ing. 

The curse of the music listener is that he 
will be narrow to his own hurt The modem 
phonograph and records remove this danger far 
from him, if he is wise enough to let his pock- 
etbook, not his mind, limit him.

MUSIC IN MONTREAIi (PART U). 

Dulcc 0 est et decorum, 
Infandum reriovare dolorem 
It was not a sufficiently impor- 
tant event to remain forever green 
in the memory, but an extremely 
observant and retentive reader of 
these columns may remember that 
part I of the present series last 
month introduced Mr. Bernard K. 
Sandwell's "Musical Red Book of 
Montreal," that thhrty-year-old rec- 
ord of primordial musical doings 
in this city. We had followed Mr. 
Sandwell with moistened eyes, up 
to the demise of the old Philhar- 
monic Society, AD 1899. Paradoxi- 
cally enough, the orchestra came 
to an end, "at the Very moment 
when it seemed to have reached 
the zenith of its artistic achieve- 
ment." 

❖ ❖ .<- 
Spurious Sophistication. 

At the time, Montreal's musical 
existence was one characteristic in 
every way of the English provin- 
cial towns, and with the growth 
of cosmopolitanism, mu^n ^w ent, 
along with the other provincial 
manifestations. Leaders like Guil- 
laume Couture departed, and left 
no successors. Then, too, Montreal 
had once, bad audiences of consid- 
erable leisure and inclination to- 
ward study of the arts. They hap- 
pened •to be people with a toler- 
ance for sincere amateurism, and 
unquestionably many of them were 
amateur musicians— amatetus, of 
course, in the most devoted sense 
of the word. Now, toward the end 
of the century, they began to 
dwindle. The kind of appalling 
sophistication that is the invariable 
accompaniment of decadence began 
to grow up. As always in such 
cases, there was an unwillingness 
to listen to any but the most fa- 
mour, the most technically finished, 
and probably the most expensive 
artists. Local talent, irrespective of 
its merit, was looked down upon. 
"The possession of a Montreal ad- 
dress," Mr. Sandwell observes, 
"would be sufficient to make Ysaye 
in our eyes a third-rate artist" 
« ♦ ♦ 

Mme. Carreno and Buffalo Bill. 

Then, too, there were persistent 
defects. There was, for example, a 
growing popularity of the light 
theatre, which was gaining as a 
source of amusement Musical en 
thusiasts are always overjoyed to 
be able to grasp at such an excuse. 
It was so even in 1800, when a 
writer in the "Spectator," a Mont- 
real critical weekly, wrote as fol- 
lows: 

"The truifh Is ibat as a commun- 
ity, we have no care for what is 
really good and instructive and en- 
nobling. Madame Carreno could 
only get 300 people to pay and hear 
■her magnificent recitals on the pi- 
ano. Even good ballad concerts 
command no attention— a Shake- 
spearian play will hardly gather 
dollars enough to pay for lighting 
and heating the house. But let 
some fantastic thing come along, 
as a new clog dance, or 'Buffalo 
Bill,' or 'Nigger Minstrels,' or 'The 
Blondes,' and the house is filled." 

Madame Carreno was, of course, 
relatively lucky. A celebrated 
French actress who visited this city 
recently would have been glad to 
see 300 paying customers sitting In 
the house on some evenings of hsr 
stay. However, these days, it is 
the Big Apple, the movies, and the 
apotheosis of Benny Goodman, but 
the sentiments have not changed by 
one jot or tittte; there must be few 
critics today who have not invoked 
them at one stage or another of a 
misguided career. 

❖ ❖ « 
Two New Orchestras. 

The Philiiarmonic, be it under- 
stood, had never been a permonect 
organization with concerts at regu- 
lar intervals, and what is more, it 
had been mainly devoted to choral 
works. Montreal waited for an 
orchestral body capable of, giving 
first-rate orchestral concerts. The 
iyears 1893-94 saw the founding of 
two new orchestras. In 1893, tr.e 
conductor of Sohmer Park actually 
imported a number of first-class 
orchestral players fronii Belgiiun, 
with the idea of giving opera and 
concerts in the Park, and founding 
a Conservatoire in MontreaL The 
immediate failure of this project 
brought about the creation of a co- 
operative -organization in the next 
year.. This was the Symphony Or- 
chestra of Montreal, and the first 
body of any permanency in the city. 
Every musician who participated 
took one share, and the conductor 
took two. The moving spirit of the 
enterprise was the illustrious M. 
Guillaume Couture, of whom men- 
tion bas b«en made before. Bom 
of a French-Canadian family that Is 
to this day producing outstanding 
piusicians, he was a conductor of 
the Philharmonic after • Lucy- 
Barnes, and seems to have had a 
finger in nearly every musical pie. 
After two seasons, tljis organization 
dissolved, and two seasons more 
afterwards, it was reorganized 
under M. J. J. Goulet, who kept it 
alive, in tihe words of Mr. Sandwell, 
" J?y.the simple but costly expedient 
c4 paying all d^cits Qut of his own 




pockets . . , until it became ... a 
financially, self-sustaining proposi- 
tion." 

* ❖ ♦ 
Jean Dansereau to Appear. 

M. Jean Dansereau, the celebrat- 
ed Canadian pianist, whose return 
to this country was such a success 
last year, returns to Plateau Hall 
in a new recital, on Saturday the 
28th. Those who had the good for- 
tune to hear M. Dansereau a few 
months ago will not want to miss 
the opportunity of hearing hi.n 
again. Special rates for students 
are beln^ offered, and tickets may 
be procured at Archambault's. The 
programme includes Beethoven's 
sonata, Op. 27, No. 2, and works by 
Chopin and Debussy.

Disorganized Play Leads to 
n/icGill Downfall

The McGill Intcrmcdiatfi Hockey 
Squad went down before a faster 
and better organized University of 
Montreal team last night at the 
Loyola Arena. Jacobson, Hébert, 
and Burrows shone for the red sex- 
tet iVhilc G. Hebert, Bourgouin and 
Lincourt occupied the leading roles 
for the blue and orange squad. The 
game was fast and definitely furious 
throughout with an ample supply of 
penalties handed out on both sides. 

Wilh a fiound that seemed to 
emanate from a Christmas cracker 
tin whistle the game got under 
way and within the first two min- 
utes, the three U. of M. forwards 
broke away from a scramble in 
front of their own nets and swoop- 
ed down the ice for the initial tal- 
ly. C. Laverdure sunk the shot as- 
sisted by G. Hebert and Bourguoin. 
After eleven minutes of play, the 
blue an^ Orangemen again tagged 
the McGill twine, this time with 
Lincourt making the goal on an as- 
sist from Bourguoin. With three 
minutes to play till the end of the 
period, Laverdure of U. of M. was 
given a two minute sentence in the 
cooler and while he was off, McGill 
tied the score, Burrows marking up 
the first on an assist from Jacob- 
son and MscFarlane, and Hebert 
copping the second. Score at the 
end of the first period, U. of M. 2, 
McGUI 2. 

Scoreless Second. 

The second period was scoreless 
but by no means penaltyless as the 
Redmen seemed to find their bear- 
ings, playing a much better game 
than in the first period. Bélanger,

the disintegration of the Empire 
we saved at the will of dictators? 
You prate of freedom and you talk 
of liberty, but while you are doing 
that the dictators - are destroying 
both," 

Democratic institutions can be 
saved only by education, Mr. Ben- 
nett said. 

"You university men, there is 
upon you a responsibility far 
greater than that on the other men 
and women of this country, for you 
have been given that knowledge, 
and you have searched for truth, 
and you realize that if democracy 
is to survive it must be an educat- 
ed democracy. It must be as effi- 
cient as autocracy; it must be as 
effective as despotism." 

The people of Canada stand as 
trustees, he said in conclusion. "One 
day we must account for that trus- 
teeship. I am not talking about the 
Eternal Reckoning, I am talking 
about our place at the bar of His- 
tory. It rests with us as trustees 
to say whether or not your child- 
ren's children who come after you 
will look back and remember you 
as trustees with execration and 
curses, or as we do, look back on 
the works of the past and be filled 
with pride in the glory of the 
achievements of the men and 
women who sensed their high 
trusteeship."-

MAC INVESTIGATES 
NIGHmiHDNESS 

G.C.L. Goss to Make Tests 
On Students at Mac- 
donald 



Macdonald College, January 25. 

A humble vitamin may determine 
the fate of the night automobile 
driver. The man who has a suffi- 
cient supply of that elusive thing 
called Vitamin A is not likely to 
lose control of the wheel when the 
headlights of another car flash in 
his face. The man who does not 
have enough of this vitamin may 
come to grief, for the lack of it 
causes night blindness. ' 

An investigation of the occurence 
of night blindness among students 
at Macdonald College is the goal of 
a survey now being conducted by 
G. C. L. Goss. Employing à bio- 
photometer, designed by Dr. W. R. 
Rowles, head of the Physics Dept, 
and Dr. D. K. Froman, associate 
professor of Physics, which meas- 
ures the speed of an individual's 
recovery of the ability to see after 
subjection to a blinding light 
George Goss will carry out the 
tests upon a number of volunteers 
among the students. Starting today, 
he will apply a twelve minute test 
to each of the first group of stud- 
ents. The list of volunteers is still 
open for the addition of any others 
who are willing to devote a few 
minutes of their spare time for the 
furtherance of scientific knowledge. 
Each individual will be examined 
at intervals of three or. four weeks 
to detect whether a 'deficiency of 
vitamin A arises towards the end 
of the winter.

COLLEGE MEN MAY 
BECOME OFFICERS 



Commissions Offered by R.Oi 
A.F. to University 
Graduates 



The AuthoriUes of the Depart* 

ment of National Defence have an* 
nounced that they will consider im< 
mediately applications for perman- 
ent .commissions in the' general 
duties (flying) branch of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force from college 
graduates. It has also been an- 
nounced that a limited number of 
vacancies are offered in the equip- 
ment and accounts branch. 

These opportunities are offered to 
college men, whose status has hith- 
erto, except in the case of gradu- 
ates of Royal Military College, not 
been recognized. 

It is not known, as yet how 
many candidates will be accepted. 
This will be governed, it is believed, 
by the number of planes and other 
facilities available when training 
starts June 1st. 

Applicants Must Be Graduates. 

Applicants should apply to the 
district officer commanding the 
military district or the officer com- 
manding the air base in the dis- 
trict where the candidate resides. 
The qualifications required by tha 
Department are that a candidate 
must be a graduate of Royal Mil- 
itary College, or the faculty of ap- 
plied science, arts, arts and science, 
law or forestry of a recognized Can- 
adian university. Candidates must 
be between the ages of 18 and 2S on 
June 1 and be of "pure European 
descent, the sons of parents, both 
of whom are (or at the time of 
their death were) British* subjects, 
unmarried, and physically fit. 

Successful candidates will be 
commissioned as pilot officers (pro- 
visional) and posted to a flying 
training school for a one year 
course, with an examination at the 
end of two months time. At the 
termination of the full course suc- 
cessful candidates will be ranked 
as- flying officers. Applicants must 
agree before selection to accept a 
permanent commission, if offered, 
and to serve five years after ap- 
pointment 

To qualify for positions in the 
equipment and accounts branch of 
the R.C.A.F., applicants must be 
between 21 and 25 years of age, 
graduates of Royal Military Col- 
lege or the applied science, com- 
merce or arts (in commerce) facul- 
ties of a recognized Canadian uni- 
versity, or have passed the inter- 
mediate accounting examination set 
by provincial chartered accountants 
association. 

In addition the Royal Air Force 
offers to candidates from Canadian 
universities, two commissions an- 
nually in the general duties branch,
